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Report of the School Board of Newbury 
For the year cuding Feb. 15, 1898. 


The School Board respectfully submit the following Report of 
each subdivision by its original Number. 


Division No. 1. 

Spring term of eight weeks and Fall term of twelve weeks were 
taught by Miss Carrie H. Cooper, of Sutton. Miss Cooper is a 
teacher of much valuable experience. She believes in mixing in 
a generous amount of practical education, which will be of much 
value to the scholars in future years. 

This school, although small in number of pupils, contains some 
bright and active scholars, of which you may expect to hear good 
news in the near future. 


No. 2. 

Spring term of eight weeks and Fall term of twelve weeks were 
successfully taught by Alice J. Mulgrove, of Newbury. Miss Mul- 
grove maintained her former record as a teacher. Good order was 
a leading feature. The progress made was quite satisfactory, and 
in a general way, all that could be expected. In this district are 
some quite well advanced scholars; also, parents and others that 
have manifested great interest in the education of the young, for 
which they have our sincere thanks. 


No. 3. 
There is but one scholar in this division; therefore we have had 
no school. 


No. 5. 

There have been three terms of school in this division, aggregating 
26 weeks, all of which have been under the skillful instruction of 
Mrs. George Dodge, of Sunapee, who recently closed her eighth 
successive term in this district, highly satisfactory to scholars, pa- 
rents and all others interested in the work of education. ‘The school 
in this district is a model one in all respects. Mrs. Dodge having 
established a light here, which we hope not to see darkened, may its 
rays shed a light over a broad area for many years to come. We 
can truly say the people of this district have been fortunately blessed. 


No. 6. 

This was formerly a union District with Bradford, they having 
lately purchased our interest in the school buildings, in accordance 
with our present School laws. 

As we had some scholars in that part of the town that could not 
conveniently be conveyed to any other school, the School Board of 
Bradford generously donated to us the use of the school buildings, 
and contributed, by way of tuition, to the support of a term of 
school continuing twelve weeks, for which we wish to extend our 
thanks for their assistance. . 

Mattie B. Day, of Bradford, taught the one term in this district. 
Miss Day possesses many good qualifications as teacher. We think 
she accomplished a good term’s work, creditable to herself, giving as 
good satisfaction as could be expected, under the circumstances. 

This district labors under some disadvantages that cannot be 
easily overcome. i 


INO. 4. 
There was no school in this district. The scholars were furnished 
conveyance to other schools. 


No. 3. 

Spring term of eight weeks was taught by Miss Isabelle H. Paul, 
of Unity. Itwas evident at the close of the term that Miss Paul had 
accomplished a good amount of mental work, which was very much 
to her credit, everything having the appearance of her being complete 
mistress of the school. The examination proved quite satisfactory. 
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Second term of eight weeks was also taught by Miss Paul. who 
appeared to manage the school without any serious trouble, although 
we. think there was a deficiency in order and discipline. 

Winter term of ten weeks was commenced by Miss Paul. It was 
quite apparent that some of the scholars had taken advantage of the 
situation, which had, no doubt, been thoughtlessly left unguarded. 
Such instances should be avoided by teachers. Miss Paul was not 
able to continue the school,-although she possesses the natural quali- 
fications of a first class teacher. 

George Dodge, of Sunapee, was engaged to continue the school in 
this district. He, being a gentleman mature in years and experience 
as a teacher, took the management of the school, as was right that 
he should do, into his own hands, to which some of the larger schol- 
ars didn’t take kindly. Undoubtedly Mr. Dodge has had experience in 
rough waters before now. He is an able teacher. 

Our advice to scholars is this: Leave the management of school 
affairs to older and more experienced hands, and always remember 
to willingly take counsel from your superiors. © 

The last five weeks of this school were taught by Mrs. C. L. Per- 
kins, of Newbury, who exemplified some very good methods of 
teaching, and, taking into consideration the disadvantages under 
which she labored, did good work, and, at the close of the term, the 
scholars did credit to teacher and themselves. : 

It is evident that there is good material in this district, and we 
earnestly hope the time will soon come when it will shine forth in its 
true brilliancy. 

No.9. 

Spring term of eight weeks was taught by Nellie A. Chase of 
Newbury. This was Miss Chase’s first attempt at teaching. She 
appeared to have a good degree of interest in her school work, which 
was successfully accomplished. ‘This is the smallest school in town, 
and yet, it is not without its good features, the scholars being fully 
up to an average in scholarship. 

Second term of twelve weeks was taught by Claude B. Maxfield 
of Sunapee. This was Mr. Maxfield’s first trial at teaching. He is 
young, but quite apt in the school room, and with added years and 
more experience may become one of the first rank. The close of 
the term showed that teacher and scholars had endeavored to make 
the school a success.

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GENERAL REMARKSs. 


Our financial school year is now closed, it has, we think, with a 
few exceptions, been a successful one as regards the advancement in 
education. | 

Generally speaking, our teachers have been earnest and industri- 
ous, their work is a noble one, similar in many respects to that of a 
kind and wise parent. It is the painstaking and willing workers 
that give the best satisfaction. 

With but very few exceptions, scholars. have attended school as 
well as could be expected. It is quite evident that they were en- 
couraged by thoughtful parents, who show their wisdom by having 
their children invest their time in that which will be of much value, 
and is being freely offered them, in that way becoming wealthy in 
knowledge, and at little expense. Our schools are equally free to 
all; everything is furnished by the town excepting the scholars. 
There appears to be a disposition with some not to let their children 
ZO to school. By doing so you wrong yourselves, your children, 
and all mankind. If you have a right to keep your children out of 
school, all others have the same privilege. If all are kept out of 
school, our nation will soon become a barbarous one, without either 
law or order. 

We ask you to think better of this matter. Make a wise choice, 
and send your children to school every time there is an opportunity. 
Think of your treasures, those boys and girls, what they may be- 
come if educated. Think what they are likely to become if kept 
from school with dime novels and other worthless trash, with which 
to feed their half-starved intellect. The choice for them is for you 
to make. 
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It is utterly impossible fer us to make the conveniences for 
scholars equal, We have been informed by Fred Gowing, State 
Superintendant of Public Instruction, that the School Board are not 
obliged to convey any scholars. | 

The town has been generous in contributing to the support of 
schools the past year. The amount has been sufficient to provide a 
liberal amount of schooling, for which, in behalf of the scholars, we 
thank you. We thank all for kindness toward us while trying 
faithfully to discharge our duties.
